Jealousy never inspired a niore cowardly 
Tnutd« r than that peri)etrated near the Catho­ 
lic ceiaeteiy, yeKterday afternoon; nor did 
fear of mob vengeance even lead to a more 
desperate act of self deHtruction. 
When the 
nmrderons phot was fired and the victim fell 
lifelesii by the side of his bride, the assaBfjiu 
turned and souglit Kafety in flight; but when 
he found that officer.-5 were upon his tr;U‘k and 
he must either die or surrender, the fear of 
the fate awaitin',' him drove him to the act 
whioli sent him beyond the jnrisdiction of 
earthly courts. 
The crime was the direct result of jealousy, 
Rnd a set(uel to the myKterious Hhot which 
Btailled the wedding parh* a few evenings ago. 
On ('liriBtrnas evo ^Ir. Frank Vaughn was 
marrii d to Miss Eliza Stover, a young lady 
whose home was near IJlue Tank, a small 
place near Independence.- 
After the cere­ 
mony had been performed anti congratula­ 
tions offered, the bride aud i^oom strolled to 
the fr<mt window and, standing side by side, 
gazed out upon the darkness. 
The light from 
the room niade visible the bare earth for a 
phort distance from the house, but beyond 
was a dense bank of darkness which the eye 
could not penetrate. 
The happy couple, with 
the mariiage vows still rinuing in their ears, 
with the responses fresli upon their lips, stood 
gazing 
out 
of 
the 
window' into the 
darkness beyond. 
Suddenly there was a 
report, a flash of light, a crash of breaking 
glass and a bullet sped harmlessly through 
the room and buried itself in the wall. 
The 
shot naturally created great excitement among 
the Doople present and as soon as the men 
had recovered from their scare a search was 
made i'or the person who tired it. 
He had 
made his escape, however, and the search 
party returned to the house with no clue to 
the would bo assassin. There was: one among 
the crowd, however, who understood the 
meaning of the shot. 
That person was the 
bride, who, pale and excited, leaned trem­ 
blingly on her husband's arm. 
She told a 
story of a cousin's jealousj’, of a threat (hat 
had been made, and believed it was he who 
had attempted the nnarder of her husband. 
It seems that a handsome young man named 
Abram Nave fell in love with Miss Stover, 
his cousin, and a few weeks ago 
pro- 
j)Osed marriage. 
She rejected his suit and 
he then and there made a vow to kill her or 
himself in 
case she ever married. 
This 
threat came back with frighiful force when 
the bullet fx-om the hidden assassin crashed 
through the window, and for the first time 
the bride fully realized that Nave would, if 
possible, carry out this threat. 
Her h\isband 
up to this time had known nothing whatever 
of Nave's jealousy or his threat, as Miss 
Stover had carefully avoided mentioning it in 
his presence. 
The story of his wife did not 
nnnen e him, however, but on the contrary 
he expressed himself as satisfied that Nave 
would not make a second attempt to carry out 
his 
threat. 
The 
next day, Christmas, 
the 
bride 
and 
groom 
went 
to 
Argentine 
and 
visited 
Mr. 
Charles 
Stover, brother of the bride. 
Saturday even­ 
ing Nave put in an ajipearance at Ai-gentiue 
and said he wanted to spe Vaughn and talk over 
the shooting affair of Christmas eve, as sus­ 
picion attached to him and he was afraid his 
annt w ould have him arrested. 
It is said that 
NaA’e at first appeared somewhat excited and 
threatened to cr« ‘ate trouble, but was finnlh’ 
quieted and invited into the house. 
Nave ap­ 
peared to be verA' friendly and insisted upon 
npon the entire partr making a \isit to the 
bride’s mother's residence. 
This was finally 
agreed to, and Nave remained at IMr. Stover’s 
house until Sunday noon, when he, in, com­ 
pany with >fr. and Mrs. Vaughn, Mr. and 
Mrs. Stover, started on a suyjposed peace 
mission. Nave seemed unusually lively, and 
on several occasions jnade known the fact 
that he was happy to think the trouble v.ould 
not en<l in his anest. 
He v/as on horse­ 
back while the others occupied a double 
seated '.cjirriage, 
Mr. and Mrs. Vaughn sit­ 
ting od the rear seat. 
At times Nave would 
spur his horse ahead of the party, then rein 
u]) close to the carriage, talk awhile and then 
fall in Ix^hind. 
About 
mile east of the Cath­ 
olic cemetery Nave reined his horse behind 
the carriage, gazed through the curtain win­ 
dow at the happy bride and groom and then 
deliberately drew a revolver, pressed it against 
the carriage curtain and fired. 
He did not 
Bto]) to notice the effect of his shot but syiur- 
red his horse into a run and started for Inde­ 
pendence. 
Once ho glanced back as if 
anxious to see whether or not his aini had 
been deadly, but he did not in the least slack­ 
en the S])eed of his horse. 
When the shot was fired Vaughn o ied out 
he was shot and drew his revolver to deffnd 
himself. 
Before he could i*aise the weapon, 
however, or sight his cowardly and fleeing 
nssassiu, the bullet had accouiplished its 
work 
and he fell 
forward, gasped 
two 
or 
three 
times 
and died. 
His 
poor, 
ten’or stricken wife bent above hiin and 
sought to call him back to life. 
When she 
saw that his half closed eyes wpre already 
glassy in death and his brow moist and cheeks 
bloodless, her giief became intense and she 
moaned and sobbed like one bereft of reason. 
As soon as possible the bpdy was brought to 
the citj- and the coroner was notified of the 
crime. 
The shooting was 
witnessed by 
John 
Woodruff, an old man who was near the car­ 
riage at the time. 
Mr. Stover, with great 
presence of mind secured the name and 
address- of this important witness, and then 
stni-t^d out to raise a posse. 
He soon met 
Deputy Marshal Jackson, who at once started 
in pursuit of the murderer, determined to 
capture or kill him.

Eggers, who conducted the autopsy, testified 
that from an examination he found that the 
deceased came to his death from the effects 
i of a pistol ball which entered the centre of 
the left shoulder blade. 
The ball passed 
I through the left lung on a direction across the 
body, cut through the aorta, running down­ 
ward and then passed through several of the 
air passages of the right lung. 
He died of 
internal hemorrhage. 
Chu'is. Stover, brother of the wife of the 
deceased, and his w ife, also testified, but Mrs. 
Vatighn, who is still prostrated by the great 
sorrow inflicted by yesterday’s tragedy, w'as 
, not called upon.

Mr. Stover made the following statement to 
a representative of T he Star : 
I am living at Argentine where I clerk for 
the Santa Fe road. 
On Christmas eve my 
sist« r, Eliza Stover, w as married to Frank 
Vaughn at the residence of my mother, one 
aud a half miles southeast of Little Blue 
station. Vaughn was a freight crier at Argen­ 
tine. During the evening a shot was fired 
through the w indow. 
Suspicion rested on 
Abe Nave and there was some talk to that 
effect, since there had been considerable 
jealousy. Christmas, Nave came to the house 
and said that the suspicion Avould have to be 
removed, or he would kill or be killed. 
We 
sort of pac’fied him that da}-, and agreed to 
fix matters satisfactorily. 
My mother had 
threatened to get out a warrant and have 
Nave indicted for attem])ting to kill. 
Sunda%' 
we all started from Argentine for the pur­ 
pose of getting the old lady to withdraw the 
! matter.

13efore we started

When we were on the 
Raytown road, about a mile and a half from 
the Catholic cemetery, I was suddenly startled 
by a shot. Vaughn jumped up and exclaimed, 
“My Ood, I am shot!” 
As he fell back, he 
pulled out his revolver, then his head fell 
upon his shoulder, and in a moment he w-ns 
dead. 
Nave must 
have 
shot 
downward H t'htu’ch 
through the carriage, from the side, for at the 
same in stint he dashed ahead of us in the 
same direction we w'ero going. He only looked 
back once, and then kept right on. A man by 
the name of Woodruff' w as sitting upon the 
fence and saw the shooting. He made a state­ 
ment to that effect to the coroner yesterday. 
After the shooting, for a few' moments we 
w ere dumbfounded, and did not know what to 
do. 
Wo had no means of following Nave, 
and hastened to get someone Avho could. 
Deputy Marshal Jackspn was soon in pursuit. 
Nave, while a very wicked man, believing in 
neither heaven or hell, was not a hanl tlrinker 
and generally appe« \red very sane. 
Mr. Stover aud wife, Mrs. Vaughn, who 
was made a widow, and the others of the 
party, took dinner with a relative, Mr. Lee 
Pharnis, 5(32 Grand avenue, and this after­ 
noon took the remains of the murdered man 
out home. 
He will be buried to-morrow’ 
morning, at 11 o’clock, in the Old Camp 
cemetery, south of Independence, the funeral 
taking place from the residence of Mrs. 
Stover, at which house he was married only 
Christmas eve.

Corinth , Ky., Dee. 2S.—Particulars of a 
fatal shooting affray which occurred at New' 
Columbia Saturday evening are just received 
here. 
It ajipears that while Lawrence and 
Lloyd Kinney were attending to their farm 
duties they were suddenly attacked by Crack 
Davis and Granville Hughes, who opened fire 
on them at short range without a moment’s 
w^arning. Lawrence Kinney was shot and fell, 
^oung Lloyd returned the fire, shooting 
Hughes through the heart, when Dayis beat a 
precipitate retreat, escaping unhurt. 
Law­ 
rence Kinney died in his brother's arms a few 
niiuutes after ho was shot. 
The attack was 
entirely without cause so far as known, and 
public sentiment is in favor of Kinney.

The members of the household 
had not learned of the murder and could not, 
of course, realize why the act was committed. 
When they learned of the frightful crime he 
bad committed their grief was simply indes­ 
cribable. 
Mrs. Nave was so prostrated that 
Ihe atte nding physician pronounced her life 
in danger. 
Nave’s features presented a frightful ap­ 
pearance and contrasted strangeiy with those 
of his victim. 
Tho latter looked as if he 
had fallen into a peaceful sleep while the 
features of Nave were hardiv recognizable. 
The blood from the ghastly wound in his 
temple covered his face and dyed his clothing. 
The body was removed to the house where it 
was left subject to the order of the coroner.

New Land Office Itules. 
Washington 
, Dec. 2 8 .—Commissioner 
Sparks, of the land office, in view of the al­ 
most universal comment as to his policy, felt 
constrained to issue a new' series of regulation 
for registers, receivers and special agents of 
the land office which have just been promul­ 
gated. 
They modify in many iinportant par­ 
ticulars of his recent sweeping orders. 
They 
prescribe that 
honii'stead or 
preemption 
claimants who have made bona fide settlee 
meuts 
upon public 
land and 
who are 
living upon, cultivating and improving th- 
same in accordiance with law,, with the inten­ 
tion of acquiring a title thereto, shajl be per­ 
mitted to remove from the portion to be 
cleared for cultivation, so much timber as is 
actually necessiiry for that juirpose or f« r 
buildings, fences or other improvements on 
the land entered. 
In clearing for cultivation, 
should there be sur])lus timber, the entryman 
may dispose of such, but is not allowed to de- 
nud lands of timber for the purpose of sale 
or speculation before title has been conveyed 
to him by patent.

The seas were running mountains high, 
f The storm was paHicularlj* severe on the 
( Nova Scotia coast, and it is feared serious 
disasters to shipping have occurred. 
The 
steamer Secret, which left this port on Satur­ 
day morning for Digby, ex])erienced the full 
force of the gale.

It is of pink satin covered 
with silver lace, very long and narrow with a 
square toe somewhat elongated at the comers, 
and thus having a concave appearance.

the sole is extended and covers also the instep 
^nd heel. 
Its pedigree is clear and undoubt­ 
ed, and is traced through Goveraor Joseph 
Winslow, the son of Edwnrd; Isaac Winslow, 
son of Josiah; Elizabeth W’inslow, daughter 
of Isaac, who marrid Benjamin ilarston; 
Patience, daughter of Benjamin Marston, who 
married Elkannah Watson; Elkannah Watson, 
son of Elkannah.

We arc looking forward wilh delightful an­ 
ticip ations to the first night of the “ Cid,” 
which M. Massenet has comp osed for the 
Grand op era, writes a Paris corresp ondent of 
the New Orleans Picay une. 
It was quite 
twelve y ears ago when tho eminent musician 
first thought of m.aking an op era out of Cor­ 
neille’s drama. 
He did not, however, follow 
up his idea until after the feuccess of his 
“Hoi de Lahore,” and even then he only 
worked a little on it most of his time being oc­ 
cup ied with “Herodiade.” After that oi>era 
had been successfully p roduced at lirussels, 
the late IM. Vancorbeil, manager of the Grand 
op era, asked ]\I. Massenet for his nex t work. 
They discussed several subjects, and in view 
of the musician’s success with an anticp ie sub­ 
ject. Vancorbeil suggested the “Bap e of the 
Sabines.” 
“The subject is new and original and it 
p leases me. I will write an op era on it, but 
only on one condition,” said Massenet.
